When the 
appliance is placed in the water and 
grounded it develops fifty-five volts, 
he says.

At 4 o'clock Friday afternoon six 
families had been brought in to the 
Red Cross for emergency care in­ 
cluding food and lodging.

Fifteen major buildings including 
the Seventh Day Adventist church 
and many business and wholesale 
houses were comp letely wrecked or 
so badly damaged that

have to be rebuilt. 
It is estimated that colse to 5o 
homes weer wholly or almost totally 
destroyed. 
In addition there were 
scores with p » rts of roofs, {X)rches, 
or cornices taken off by the twister. 
There were garages, chicken houses, 
coal houses and other outbuildings 
destroyed in such numbers that no 
attemp t was made Friday to count 
all. 
Trees were felled across streets 
of the city until many were blocked 
and storm sewers became clogged 
with limbs so that water backed 
up more than hub deep 
on the 
streets, making p assage for many 
cars imp ossible. 
Water still stood over the curbs 
on Seventh and High streets, and 
on Kansas, Colorado and p arts of 
Minnesota avenue Friday more than 
twelve% hours after the storm. 
Old residents here agreed that 
the tornado was the most severe 
storm the city had 
ever 
known. 
Heartwell p ark, which had recently

It must have been a rude shock 
to 
President 


Hoover to discover that within six hours after he had 
sent the name of Owen J. Roberts to the United 
States senate as his latest choice for the vacancy on 
the supreme bench, the appointee's prohibition views 
were to be made the subject of attack.

Hoover and the senate over supreme court 
appointments, there is nothing which bears the ear- 
marks of politics to a greater degree than the issue 
which Senator Sheppard endeavors to build up. He 
is a democrat of the bone-dry variety. He was not 
a conspicuous figure in the Hughes or Parker fights 
although he voted against confirmation of the latter. 


What Sheppard bases his opposition to Roberts 


on Is a speech which the latter delivered in New York 
city in 1923. which was reported in the New York 
Times. The Philadelphian was reported as saying 
that prohibition should not have been incorporatec". 
in the constitution. It is a exercise of police power 
and as such should have been attained through con- 
gressional action. Even if Mr. Roberts has been cor- 
rectlv quoted that does not indicate he is a "wet." 
Fully half of the American bar will agree with him 
that prohibition should not have become a part of the 
constitution but should have been put into 
effect 


through congressional action. 
Some of the most 


ardent dry supporters will agree with that view, which 
does not in any way touch upon the merits or evils of 
prohibition. 
Air. Roberts, then, was not discussing 


prohibition but legal processes. 


No question raised in the minds of the American 


people engenders a greater amount of fanaticism and 
unfairness on both sides than prohibition. The un- 
compromising dry demands a quality of militancy and 
aggressiveness totally out of harmony with judicial 
institutions. 
Likewise the soppy wet insists upon an 


attitude in flagrant violation of the constitution. Now 
Mr. Hoover has been accounted a friend of prohibi- 
tion. It is inconceivable that in endeavoring to select 
a 'jurist acceptable to the senate, he would pick upon 
one who would be open to attack by the dry forces 
of this country. There is no logic or commonsense 
in a suggestion of this character. For the first time 
since these differences between Mr. Hoover and the 
senate developed over supreme court 
appointments, 


Senator Sheppard, by his action gives some color to 
the claim there is a senatorial conspiracy to embar- 
rass the president. 


The amazing thing is that Senator Sheppard was 


himself a democratic candidate for re-election in the 
national campaign which resulted in the 
Hoover 


landslide. 
To all outward appearances, 
at 
least, 


Sheppard remained regular although the presidential 
candidate of his own party was avowedly antagonistic 
to prohibition. If .he could accept the democratic 
candidate's 
pledge to e n f o r c e 
p r o h i b i t i o n 


w i t h o u t 
regard 
to p e r s o n a l 
views, it is 


splitting hairs rather fine to get excited over U>e 
prospect that Mr. Roberts might not be militantly dry. 
Judges of the supreme court likewise take an oath 
of office to support the constitution and the laws of 
the country. 
Anyone acquainted with the career ol 


Owen J. Roberts may rest assured he will do just 
^hat. Frankly the events of the last two years would 
support the conclusion that Senator Sheppard is far 
more interested in making trouble for Mr. Hoover 
than he is in prohibition. 


LETS KKEP THE NEW LAKE. 


It will be a great pity if the city authorities of 


Lincoln cannot find some other way out of the 
difficulty caused by the new lake in Pioneers park 
overflowing some adjacent farm land without open- 
ing the dam and letting the water out. The one 
thing this community needs more than any other for 
recreational purposes is a body of water large enough 
to provide boating and other aquatic sports for the 
people and to relieve the dry land character of the 
general park layout. 


Of course the city must repair any damage done to 


private property; but it can better afford to do this 
by taking over and paying for submerged acreage 
than by c'sstroying the newly created lake. The value 
of the latter to the people of Lincoln is vastly greater 
than the cost of the additional land would be. 


People who go to the northern lak»s on summer 


vacation trips may not feel the need of having one 
close at hand, but there are many folks in Lincoln 
who cannot get away to those delightful spots. The 
stay-at-homes constitute a majority of the popula- 
tion of Lincoln and their interests are entitled to con- 
sideration. However, a lake in Pioneers park would 
not be monopolized by any group of citizens: it would 
constitute a beauty spot for the enjoyment of all who 
go there. 


Kansas City, which is noted for its many fine 


parks, boulevards, and other public places, which has 
the Missouri and Kansas rivers to diversify its scenic 
attractions was sufficiently impressed with the de- 
sirability of lakes to construct a large one several 
years ago, which is now ore of its most generally 
frequented places of recreation. 
There was no op- 


position to the project, because everyone realized that 
it would bring to the inhabitants of the city some- 
thing needful that nature had failed to supply. 


Lincoln must make for itself such bodies of water 


as it may be possible to bring into existence here. 
There is not a single flowing stream worthy of the 
name located anywhere near this city. For even such a 
rnoueat river as the Blue, the Elkhorn, the Loup, 
or the Niobrara. the people of Lincoln would feel very 
grateful; but the geographical structure of Nebraska 
has denied it to them. It is all the more important, 
therefore, to construct artificial lakes wherever prac- 
ticable in the vicinity. 


The lay of the land at Pioneers park happened to 


be favorable for that purpose, and the dam was in- 
stalled at a point where it would catch the drain- 
age water from the surrounding area. More quickly 
than ayone expected, as the result of persistent 
rains during the past two weeks, the basin behind the 
dam has been filled with water. 
In some places 


the depth willjpe 10 to 12 feet, or even more, shading 
off from that to a foot or less, near the banks. The 
lake spreads over a considerable area, with a wind- 
ing shore line that offers unusual opportunity for 
! beautification. It should stay and its scenic and re- 
creational possibilities should be developed to the ut- 
most. 


PEST BUT NOT A "SCOLD." 


Even the colonial law of Pennsylvania may under- 


go radical revision if some of the leading feminists of 
America happen to make an issue of the case of 
Charles Rizzo. He was convicted imder its venerable 
provisions of being a ''common scold." 


Rizzo's learned counsel is willing to admit his 


client may have been contentious, obstreperous, pugn- 
nacious and pestiferous but biologically he draws the 
line on a man being called a "common scold."

Who would 
be so bold as to suggest that an unreasoning man, de- 
manding his dinner on the minute, and insisting upon 
a certain meat and a special dessert cannot be more of 
a "common scold?" 
In these modernistic days of 


feminine freedom, it is a gross libel to suggest she 
alone must bear up under the penalty of a law draft- 
ed solely to punish her tongue. 


NO LACK OF PREPAREDNESS. 


There is no lack of preparedness when it comes to 


civilian life in America. An investigator for the New 
York World has discovered there are 2,750,000 pistols 
and 8,000 machine guns and automatic iKles in cir- 
culation in the United States. That is a higher pro- 
portion of arms privately owned than in any other 
country in the world. 


The laws found in practically every state egainst 


pistol toting have little effect. 
New York state has 


one of the most severe statues on this subject and 
yet out of 357 homicides, 182 or more than 60 per- 
cent involved the use of a gun. 


The most vital feature of the investigation relates 


to the private ownership of machine guns. It is the 
favorite weapon of the gangster. There is no reason 
why anyone outside of the militia, and 
responsible 


police authorities should be armed with 
machine 


guns. - They are a fiendish weapon and have figured 
in the most revolting crimes of gangland during the 
last two years. 


In the campaign against crime it is absurd to over- 


look the sale of machine guns to private individuals.

The first comes up out of the sea, 
and is patterned after the fourth 
beast mentioned in chapter seven 
of the book of Daniel, verses two to 
seven. That beast was used by the 
prophet to typify the Greek king- 
dom of Alexander and his succes- 
sors. 


After the conquests of Pompey in 


the first century B. C. the fourth 
beast of Daniel was identified with 
the Roman state, hence the first 
beast in revelation represents the 
Roman empire. The second beast, 
which comes from the hinterland, 
represents the leaders of the na- 
tionalistic cult who persecuted the 
early Christians who refused to 
worship the imperial image. 


The "mark" was an external sign 


affixed to those who conformed to 
that worship. None but these de- 
vctees could possess it. The "im- 
age" mentioned- was that of the 
emperor. Statues were regarded by 
paganism as the means by which 
gods and demons entered into fel- 
lowship with their worshippers, and 
the power to work miracles was oft- 
en attributed to such images. 


The "number of the beast's name" 
refers either to 6S6 Or 616. which 
was its numerical 
symbol. This 


number is composed of the numeri- 
cal equivalents of the Hebrew let- 
ters forming the name "new kaiser" 
or "neron kaiser." The victory over 
the beast was won by those believ- 
ers who were loyal to their Lord, 
even at the cost of life.
